REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Another school year under the town system has ended, and we 
now come to impartially sum up the results as they appear to us ;— 
and taking a broad, general view of the matter, we can but con- 
clude that it has been a prosperous year that our schools, as a 
whole, have been as efficient, with as good or better work done, and 
as much progress made as in any preceding year under the new 
law; and by this we are more thoroughly convinced of the advan- 
tages of this new order in schoo] matters. 

Harmony has prevailed to a good degree in all the schools, and 
with few exceptions the teachers have been faithful, and have 
applied themselves to the work before them with zeal, diligence, and 
good judgment, and with an earnest endeavor to accomplish what- 
ever lay in their power to make their schools a success. 

While the board have studiously avoided partiality in assigning 
teachers and have endeavored to put the right teacher in position 
to bring about the greatest good to the whole, we are aware that: 
entire satisfaction has not been given, nor probably will this occur 
with any board; but we think that far less bickerings, jealousies, 
and neighborhood feuds exist under the new than under the old 
system of school management. ‘That some will not be pleased with 
teachers that the board think best to assign to their schools is to 
be expected; but because a parent does not fancy a certain teacher, 
or, maybe, is prejudiced by report, or personal observation, against 
the ability or moral character of such, is no reason for open hostil- 
ities and opposition, or for an endeavor to mar the harmony, or to 
destroy the efficiency, of a school. Better that these feelings be 
held in abeyance, and that we lend a helping hand, and remember 
that “to err is human; to forgive, divine.” Mistrust, doubt, and 
lack of cordial support exhibited toward a teacher by parents are soon 
caught up by the child, and the best influence of the teacher is 
destroyed, while the pupil’s faith and trust and opportunity for 
benefit in the school are gone. Many times we have known a teacher 
to fail in a large degree in the absence of a generous support, but 
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to succeed most grandly when unstinted encouragement and _ assist- 
ance was rendered them by those interested. 

We desire to call the attention of those who may feel that the 
board have failed to secure the best teachers in our schools to the 
following facts, and, further on, to call the attention of the fathers 
of our high school to what we deem a matter of great importance 
and necessity in its management, that our common schools may 
profit thereby, and the pupils themselves may be educated more 
thoroughly in the practical branches of scholarship. 

The territory of our town being large, and its population widely 
scattered, necessitates a large number of schools compared with the 
total number of pupils in attendance, and a correspondingly large 
number of teachers. To secure the services of teachers to fill these 
positions, the limited funds at our disposal debar us from engaging 
first class talent from abroad; but we have secured the best possible 
in our own town and immediate vicinity. 

It would be supposed that a town having a fine free High School, 
as has this, from which are graduated annually several students, 
would have no trouble in procuring sufficient first-class teachers 
to fill the positions in our common schools. But the experience 
of this board proves the contrary. And why? One of the great- 
est reasons, we believe, lies in the fact that not sufficient attention 
is given to fitting its pupils for the duties of teacher, to which posi- 
tion many of them aspire on leaving that institution. We think 
too little time and attention are given to a thorough education in the 
English branches which are required to be taught in our common 
schools, and which become practically most useful to all, or nearly 
all, in the after pursuits of life. 

This deficiency is manifestly observed by this board in the exami- 
nation of its graduates for positions as teachers in our common 
schools; and we are pleased to know that steps are being taken by 
the present committee and teachers of that institution to remedy 
this defect; and we would suggest, and believe that it would be 
taking a step for the best interests of the pupils and of the town, 
if a portion of the time of the regular course, or additional time, 
were given to a special course of preparation for such pupils as 
intend to pursue teaching, by special instructions in the art of teach- 
ing, with a more thorough education in the common English 
branches. 
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Giving the last year of the regular course to a thorough 
review of English, with a supplemental training for the duties of 
teaching in our common schools, or the requirement of an addi- 
tional period of time for such purpose, would give us better teachers 
and more satisfactory schools throughout the town. We know of 
no reason why we should not graduate pupils from our High School 
as well equipped and competent to enter the teacher’s department 
of common schools as those from our State Normal School. 

The introduction of free text-books under the new law has, we 
believe, added materially to the interest and efficiency of our 
schools. The advantages thereby have, we think, been verified by 
a more systematic course of study, better classification, and greater 
interest among the pupils. It has removed any excuse for non- 
application by the pupils for want of proper text-books. The selec- 
tion, procuring, and distribution of new series of educational works 
have been attended by much care and labor on the part of the 
board, and when the new methods, as laid down in these works, 
have been fully developed, we shall find the new order has been a 
move in the right direction, and will result in the advance of the 
best interests of our public schools. 

For the coming year, a liberal amount of funds for repairs on 
school-houses will be required, as some of the older ones are grow- 
ing shabby, and the convenience and comfort of the pupils demand 
some repairing; and the old maxim, “A stitch in time saves nine,” 
will apply to keeping our school-houses in good repair. No new 
houses for schools seem demanded by us, and we hope in the com- 
ing year to be able to combine some of our schools, so that we may 
get the advantage of fewer schools with an increased number of 
pupils. 

By reference to the financial report and tabular statement pre- 
sented herewith, much information may be obtained in regard to the 
work done in the schools and the distribution of the funds placed 
in our hands for school purposes.

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SIMONDS FREE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Report of the Superintendent. 


The High School is now enjoying a period of almost unprece- 
dented prosperity. It has gone on jncreasing in numbers of late, 
and under the efficient discipline of Prof. Emerson, assisted by 
Miss Little, is performing most excellent work in the various de- 
partments of the curriculum. After having observed Prof. Emer- 
son for now nearly two years, we are led to say that in many ways 
he is remarkably suggestive of the ideal pedagogue—a man given 
body and soul to his profession; commanding the respect, love, and 
admiration of his pupils ; awakening in them that love of knowledge 
which makes life a joy and a blessing; and imparting activity to 
those springs of moral and intellectual evolution which develop 
not only into scholarship, but into the higher forms of true and noble 
manhood and womanhood. We congratulate the citizens of War- 
ner on their good fortune in the possession of such a teacher as Mr. 
Emerson, seconded by an assistant so thoroughly faithful and effi- 
cient as Miss Little. 

Your committee would like to suggest (at the risk of “ poaching 
on the preserves ” of another official department) that it would be 
well to see to it that pupils seeking advancement to the High 
School should be reasonably well up in Geography. This branch 
of study is not taught here, but the rules require that candidates for 
admission shall have a “good degree of thoroughness in it.” It 
not infrequently happens, however, that they know very little about 
it—ignorant even of the cardinal principles, without which they 
can have no rational idea of it. In some cases, of late, by way of 
apology, the candidates have excused themselves on the ground 
that it is so long since they studied it that they have forgotten,— 
and this from pupils of from twelve to fourteen years old, the future 
teachers in our common schools! And this leads us to say, that in 
nearly all cases where candidates have in the common school 
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given time to the study of those branches which more properly 
belong to the High School, it has been at a loss in Arithmetic, 
Grammar, and Geography. 

In reporting upon the details of the work, we have to say that 
the studies of the first year, including Arithmetic, Grammar, U. S. 
History, Reading, Writing, and Spelling, have received especial at- 
tention. Thoroughness and accuracy in these branches are deemed 
absolutely essential to qualify pupils for advancement in the High 
School, or for positions as teachers in the town districts. _ 

The work of the second year has embraced Algebra, Book-Keep- 
ing, English History, Physiolgagy, Philosophy, Latin, English Com- 
position, and Physical Geography. 

Much of the apparatus used by the Philosophy class has been 
manufactured by the pupils themselves; and this work, together 
with numerous experiments, has given a practical as well as a theoreti- 
cal value to the study. 

Classes in the third year have studied Geometry, Chemistry, 
Botany, General History, German, and Latin. The work in all 
these branches has been sharp and thorough. The work in History, 
including United States, English, and General, runs through three 
full years, and is very complete and extensive. 

The studies pursued by the Senior class have been Geology, 
Astronomy, Latin, Greek, and English Literature, with reading in 
the class from standard authorities. Declamations and essays have 
been required from all classes during the year. 

Total membership during spring term, 38; during fall term, 66; 
during winter term, 65;—total number of different pupils regis- 
tered during the year, 82. 

The number of pupils studying Arithmetic is 37; U.S. History, 
24; English Grammar, 32; Latin Grammar, 5; Greek, 2; Ger- 
man, 4; Algebra, 14; Geometry, 12; Physical Geography, 14; 
Philosophy, 10; English History, 14; English Literature, 6; Bot- 
any, 14; Caesar, 10; Cicero, 4; Reading, 65; Writing, 65; Spell- 
ing, 34. 

In closing, we would like to remind the public that there is one 
thing, and that of the first importance, in which Simonds Free High 
School has an advantage over most of the educational institutions 
in the rural districts of our state—its environment. Sacred and 
profane history alike, as well as the common observation of every 
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one, teach us the power of heredity. It has been said, but never 
controverted, that these two, heredity and environment, are the 
master influences of the organic world. These have made all of us 
what we are. In view of this tremendous, I was about to say 
startling, fact, is it not of transcendent importance that, in selecting 
the location and means for the education of our children, we shall 
look well to the environment? But is not the environment of 
Simonds Free High School almost unique? The young gentlemen 
and ladies attending this school, as they reflect upon their surround- 
ings—the pure air, the beautiful scenery and walks unpolluted by 
the saloon, the laboratory, library, and that larger Town library, 
now in process of construction—must, indeed, realize that “all this 
will minister to their growth.” Let us not, then, treat lightly the 
question as to where we shall educate our sons and daughters, for 
we know we are all formed and moulded, made or unmade, by ex- 
ternal circumstances, and each one of us might truly say with 
Ulysses, “I am a part of all I have met.”
